THE PISTOL IN PLUMAS. 
A French Canadian Shot Dead in 
His Tracks. 

_ | [Greenville Balletia, Dec. 27.) 

Yesterday morning about 10 o'clock 
Lowell Isom Maxwel: shot and killed 
aman named Rabie. Maxwell is aged 
25 vears, Rabie looked to be about 30; 
the former is a native of Piumas coun- 
ty, the latter a Frenchman, or French 
Canadian. Both men had been at an 
Indian dance the previous night, and 
some ill feeling had been displayed 


between them; yesterday they again 
met in Lisk & Kilbride’s sa- 
loon, and the quarrel was at once 
resumed. Rabie drew a knife, a 
weapon having a blade about eight 
inches long with a tapering point--a 
bowie knife in fact. Maxwell said he 
was not armed: Rabie told him to go 
and ‘heel rimself.” Maxwell went vut 
and returned io a short time. Rabie 
again made demoustrations with his 
knife; Maxwell and he were then out- 
side of the building, both men moved 
off from in front uf the saloon and were 
between two building occupied by 
Chinese; lere it was that the shooting 
was done. Maxwell says he fired four 
shots; one of these passed through the 
body of Rabie, another passed through 
his head between the upper lip and 
the crown, leaving an opening out of 
which the brain oozed. Rabie fell 
dead in his tracks. Maxwell went at 
once and gave himself up, and was 
placed in jail. Mr. Emmons, Justice 
of the Peace, summoned a Curoner’s 
Jury and held an inquest. A verdict 
was rendered in accordsace with the 
facts. The plain facts have been given 
as nearly as could be ascertained. The 
impropriety of making comments be- 
fore a trial is bad will be apparent to 
every mind. 


The Mammoth Locomotive.

NO CAUSE ;sFOR COMPLAINT 


Tuscarorans well fixed with Salit- 
Water Fish. 

The Times-Review informs the Fish 
Commissioner that the Owyhee river, 
which heads in that vicinity, is several 
hundred miles long, and that six 
streams, which never run dry, flow 
from the mountains which surround 
Independence Valley, and complains 
because that officer does not stock 
those streams with fish. Now, says 
the Silver State, the Tuscarora people 
ought not tocomplain because streams 
in other parts of the State are given 
the preference over the Owyhee and 
its tributaries. That stream is the 
only one in the State of Nevada that 
has an outlet to the sea,‘and Tuscaro- 
rans are the only people in the State 
who can @6 before breakfast and catch 
a 20-pound salmon right from the 
ocean. If people elsewhere in Neva- 
da had such facilities they would not 
care much whether the Fish Commis— 
sioner visited them or not.

And. this keeps Carson 
afloat.
